Hey Vin; 


As has been reported here before, by others, the 4:1 balun only works well 
(i.e. without undue loss) when properly matched. That condition is not likely 
in the setup you describe. Theoretically there are 4:1 CURRENT baluns that 
will work o.k. outside of the intended match parameters, although I have 
never met one face to face myself. 


I would stick with the 1:1 CURRENT balun, and check it to make sure it is of 
the type that will handle this without undue loss.

I agree Ray, basically, for an NPN transistor to conduct, the base must be 
higher than the emitter. That is NEVER true for this circuit. The base is 
always LOWER than the emitter, and the collector even lower than that. I 
had some trouble even THINKING about this circuit because I kept saying 


‘higher' in my head for "more"... a "more" which is actually "more 
negative". I finally did reason it out, and as I said in "REDEAUX" the 
directions of the currents in that diagram really bothered me. I suspect 
the simulator allowed ~ 2.5 V to go through by slamming the base 
unmercifully-but artificially... meaning it couldn't really do it to a real 
world transistor without letting a considerable amount of smoke out.

Wayne Green and 73 were an irreverent breath of fresh air to ham radio when 
they debuted in the 60s and continued through the 70s and early 80s. 
Unfortunately in the 90s his irreverence changed, not too subtlety, into 
paranoia and quackery. Not too surprisingly, circulation dropped. 


While not always politically (or even technically) correct, 73 was nearly 
always interesting and thought provoking in its heyday. Wayne liked to see 
himself as Jason poking a stick in the ARRL's Cyclops eye. 


Although many considered him a gadfly, that is against anything that the 
establishment, then the ARRL, was for, he did promote many facets of ham 
radio we take for granted today. At CQ magazine he promoted RTTY, SSB, phone 
patches, and VHF operation at a time when the ARRL was solidly promoting HF 
CW, CW traffic handling, and giving lip service to other modes. Phone 
patches, implicitly forbidden by FCC rules but aggressively enforced by Ma 
Bell's heavy vigilante hand, appeared in CQ, but were rare in QST. 


His 73 parodies of popular magazines including Playboy, complete with little 
Annie Hammie, Mad magazine, QST, and the Callbook are classics in 
originality that remain unmatched in ham radio publications to this day. His 
cover depicting the White House supporting a tower and beam under the 
presidency of K7UGA is a classic. 


With the advent of 73 magazine he became a vocal opponent of incentive 
licensing and correctly predicted the down turn in ham licensees it would 
eventually bring. If ham radio dies, incentive licensing will be seen as the 
first fatal blow it took. 


He promoted solid state design with many transistor projects in 73 magazine 
when QST and the handbook were still publishing predominantly tube circuits. 
The 73 transistor circuits issue in the late 60s, featuring 73 transistor 
circuits and edited by future Ham Radio editor Jim Fisk, is a classic. 


73 magazine actively promoted FM and FM repeaters at a time when QST 
virtually ignored the mode. Wayne published the first repeater directories; 
a rich field he had to himself until the ARRL decided to publish a directory 
of its own. Wayne's directory soon died. During this time attractive female 
models with short skirts and tight tops appeared often on the cover with the 
latest FM gear. Not PC, but pure Wayne. The predominantly male ham 
population bought them. Two fantasies in one. 


In the mid to late 70s, Wayne courted CBers bored with the booming CB scene 
and converted many of them into good Hams. Surprisingly he did this in part 
by railing against poor CB practices in his editorials. They became loyal 
subscribers though. The late 70s and early 80s were the high point of 73 
magazine. It was thick, it had lots of good articles, it had lots of good 
ads, it had lots of good columns, and Wayne was still relatively sane. The 
magazine with its familiar cover of the era, a table of contents, sold out 
quickly at ham stores and only slightly less quickly on the mass media news 
stands. 


Wayne also fought the 10 M linear ban instituted in the late 70s. He tried 
to do this by formulating a ham radio manufacturers association, which 
eventually fell apart due to internal quarreling. 


In the late 70s and early 80s Wayne encouraged early adaption of computers 
by hams. He published many articles describing how computers worked, how to 
program them, and how to use them in a ham shack. In the early 80s, 73 
promoted the use of 10 GHz gunnplexers to get hams active on that band. 


The magazine changed in the 80s to become more mainstream. That was the 
beginning of its downfall. Covers featured color photos of typical ham 
activities and were boring compared to earlier offerings. Many of the 
technical articles were trivial. With the change to the mainstream, the 
circulation dropped. Wayne still published a cutting edge article or two, 
and innovative uses of surplus items such as VCR tuners. By the late 80s and 
early 90s, the magazine began to go over to the weird side and articles on 
curing AIDS, colloidal silver, cold fusion, and other quack cures appeared. 
He offended many technically astute readers by promoting conspiracy theories 
and quack technical ideas. Not too surprisingly, sales to hams dropped. I 
still bought an occasional copy, but I think that the most recent one I have 
is over 5 years old. 


Through this all, Wayne published a QRP column, This was almost always 
useful, and towards the end, often the only interesting thing in the 
magazine. 


There have been many QRP-L members that have appeared as authors in 73. 


Wayne and 73 had their down side as well. He supported Don Miller, WOWNV, 


long after his DX fraud became obvious. He drove away the best ham editor 
ever, Jim Fisk, to start Ham Radio Magazine. He received court orders to 
rescind 73 editions including articles on how to get free long distance 
phone service and how to jam 10 GHz speed RADAR detectors and avoid tickets. 
The articles on how to receive MDS TV without paying the subscription fees 
were not well received by the MDS industry. But lots of hams built the 
receivers.

Doc - Welcome to the East Mountains. If you need help putting up an antenna 
let me know. I will be glad to oblige. I live about 10 miles west of you on 
the eastern slope of the Sandias at about 7000 ft asl. 


I use a 44 £t center fed dipole up 35 feet to good success. My location is 
good, with sloping ground for 270 degrees from the NE to the W. 


I recommend the 44 ft dipole as a good efficient antenna for 40 M and above. 
If you want 80 M, put up an 88 £t dipole, and if you want 160 M, put up a 
176 ft dipole. 


Verticals will be effective if you can reduce the ground loss. You can do 
this with a ground mounted vertical by putting down a lot of radials. See 
the July QST for guidelines on how many and how long. Renting a lawn edger 
helps in putting down the radials. If you can mount the vertical on a garage 
roof or house roof, the ground losses will be minimal with a few (2 or 4) 
quarter wave length radials per band. The elevated vertical will perform 
better. 


Many commercial verticals, including the StepIR, GAP, Hy-Gain, and Butternut 
will work fine. You can make your own multiband vertical that will perform 
as well as, or better than the commercial varieties for the same amount of 
money or less. Put together a 22 ft long vertical with aluminum tubing. Use 
the guidelines in the handbook. Texas Towers sells appropriate 
lengths/diameters. Feed the vertical with a remote automatic tuner such as 
those offered by LDG or SGC. Use either of the mounting/ground radial 
schemes proposed above. This well make a good efficient multiband vertical 
for 40 M and above. It will work on 80 M, but at much reduced efficiency. If 
you get bored with it or put up a better antenna, you can always use the 
auto tuner for other applications. Thus, the expendable cost is in the 
aluminum tubing, which also can be used for other antennas.

Today the numbers are encouraging: Flux is 112 and the A index which 
has been 65 many times is 4 and the K index is 1. This portends that 20,40 
and 80 meters should have good conditions. And lo and behold, 20 meters was 
very good and 30 meters even had some DX. Forty meters was good even in 
daylight. 


So I just knocked my Yaesu FT-817 up to 15 just to see if a Flux of 
112 does anything to 15. To my amazement I heard strong ssb stations from 
all countries in Europe and of course Japan. I just knew 5 watts ssb from a 
FT-817 would attract nothing. But I heard DG3FK calling cq so what the heck, 
I called him. He came right back and thanked me for the call. Told me he is 
in Frankfort Germany and Tom was using 100 watts. Tom said I was 57 and 
solid copy. I worked 6 more ssb Europeans all with 5 watts to my old TH6DXX 
beam which has 5 active elements on 15. 


I worked a couple of east coast guys on 20 CW and got 589 from them. 
Then I had some work to do and turned off the tiny rig. 


The moral of this story is many things. When the sun is quiet we QRP 
operators can work DX anytime we get on the air. As we move closer to the 
sunspot minimum we can STILL work DX or chase a fox or do a sprint with 
about the same ease we had when the sunspot flux was 250. I plan to do next 
Field Day QRP. 


There was a knee-jerk reaction on this list talking about amplifiers 
and buying a 100 watt rig for the sunspot minimum. Hogwash! We will have 
just as much fun as ever with QRP rigs. No need to apologize for QRP. Ifa 
person contacts me and after the first over, I might tell him/her that I am 
running 5 watts. And I may not too. Depends. 


In summary, save your money for another QRP Kit; forget buying a 100 
watt rig, and have fun with QRP.

That low a beam will largely be a disappointment for the amount of energy 
you'd put into it. For a portable operation - you might consider sloping 
dipoles. From WY, aim one at about 240 degrees and another at about 120 
degrees. That would give you pretty good coverage of the States. If you 


added another to the north, you'd be in good shape for VY1JA, too :-) No 
rotating required! Just switch and go. This is assuming that you could get 
a single, central support up 30' or more - the higher the better. Hard to 
beat bang for the buck with a sloper... 


There are ways to tune the lengths of the open feedlines so that the unused 
dipoles act like reflectors, but for a portable operation, it would be a big 
hassle with little return.

Unfortunately in the 90s his irreverence changed, not too subtlety, into 
paranoia and quackery. Not too surprisingly, circulation dropped.

While not always politically (or even technically) correct, 73 was nearly 
always interesting and thought provoking in its heyday. Wayne liked to see 
himself as Jason poking a stick in the ARRL's Cyclops eye. 


Although many considered him a gadfly, that is against anything that the 
establishment, then the ARRL, was for, he did promote many facets of ham 
radio we take for granted today. At CQ magazine he promoted RTTY, SSB, 
phone patches, and VHF operation at a time when the ARRL was solidly 
promoting HF CW, CW traffic handling, and giving lip service to other 
modes. Phone patches, implicitly forbidden by FCC rules but aggressively 
enforced by Ma Bell's heavy vigilante hand, appeared in CQ, but were rare 
in QST. 


His 73 parodies of popular magazines including Playboy, complete with 
little Annie Hammie, Mad magazine, QST, and the Callbook are classics in 
originality that remain unmatched in ham radio publications to this day. 
His cover depicting the White House supporting a tower and beam under the 
presidency of K7UGA is a classic. 


With the advent of 73 magazine he became a vocal opponent of incentive 
licensing and correctly predicted the down turn in ham licensees it would 
eventually bring. If ham radio dies, incentive licensing will be seen as 
the first fatal blow it took. 


He promoted solid state design with many transistor projects in 73 magazine 
when QST and the handbook were still publishing predominantly tube 
circuits. The 73 transistor circuits issue in the late 60s, featuring 73 
transistor circuits and edited by future Ham Radio editor Jim Fisk, is a 
classic. 


73 magazine actively promoted FM and FM repeaters at a time when QST 
virtually ignored the mode. Wayne published the first repeater directories; 
a rich field he had to himself until the ARRL decided to publish a 
directory of its own. Wayne's directory soon died. During this time 
attractive female models with short skirts and tight tops appeared often on 
the cover with the latest FM gear. Not PC, but pure Wayne. The 
predominantly male ham population bought them. Two fantasies in one. 


In the mid to late 70s, Wayne courted CBers bored with the booming CB scene 
and converted many of them into good Hams. Surprisingly he did this in part 
by railing against poor CB practices in his editorials. They became loyal 
subscribers though. The late 70s and early 80s were the high point of 73 
magazine. It was thick, it had lots of good articles, it had lots of good 
ads, it had lots of good columns, and Wayne was still relatively sane. The 
magazine with its familiar cover of the era, a table of contents, sold out 
quickly at ham stores and only slightly less quickly on the mass media news 
stands.

Wayne also fought the 10 M linear ban instituted in the late 70s. He tried 
to do this by formulating a ham radio manufacturers association, which 
eventually fell apart due to internal quarreling. 


In the late 70s and early 80s Wayne encouraged early adaption of computers 
by hams. He published many articles describing how computers worked, how to 
program them, and how to use them in a ham shack. In the early 80s, 73 
promoted the use of 10 GHz gunnplexers to get hams active on that band. 


The magazine changed in the 80s to become more mainstream. That was the 
beginning of its downfall. Covers featured color photos of typical ham 
activities and were boring compared to earlier offerings. Many of the 
technical articles were trivial. With the change to the mainstream, the 
circulation dropped. Wayne still published a cutting edge article or two, 
and innovative uses of surplus items such as VCR tuners. By the late 80s 
and early 90s, the magazine began to go over to the weird side and articles 
on curing AIDS, colloidal silver, cold fusion, and other quack cures 
appeared. He offended many technically astute readers by promoting 
conspiracy theories and quack technical ideas. Not too surprisingly, sales 
to hams dropped. I still bought an occasional copy, but I think that the 
most recent one I have is over 5 years old. 


Through this all, Wayne published a QRP column, This was almost always 
useful, and towards the end, often the only interesting thing in the 
magazine. 


There have been many QRP-L members that have appeared as authors in 73. 


Wayne and 73 had their down side as well. He supported Don Miller, WOWNV, 
long after his DX fraud became obvious. He drove away the best ham editor 
ever, Jim Fisk, to start Ham Radio Magazine. He received court orders to 
rescind 73 editions including articles on how to get free long distance 
phone service and how to jam 10 GHz speed RADAR detectors and avoid 
tickets. The articles on how to receive MDS TV without paying the 
subscription fees were not well received by the MDS industry. But lots of 
hams built the receivers.

One of Wayne Greene's more fascinating "Wunderkinder" was his assertion

I was sitting home sick from work wanting to work 20 meters HF only 
my 44 doublet was down for repairs. Reading an article mentioning a 
Rainbow tuner I thought hmmm I wonder. 

So I took 33 feet of #14 stranded wire, attached 3 ounces of fishing 
weights to one end and slung it up into a tree in my backyard. It 
went far enough up that the wire was hanging about full length. I 
then cut 16 feet of wire for the radial. 

I didn't have any toriods so I cut a 6 inch length of 2 inch pvc pipe 
and wrapped bare wire around it in so I had a coil. Next I took a 
variable cap I had lying around and wired it in parallel with the 
coil. 

Hooked the 33 foot of wire to one end of the coil and hooked the 16 
foot radial to the other end. 

Next I made up a PL259 connecter where the center conductor had a 


small length of wire with an alligator on the end. I attached the 
outside of the PL259 to the radial and the bottom of of the coil. 

I took my Autek RF-1 and used that to measure the SWR. By taking the 
alligator clip and moving it up and down the coil I could get close 
to a 50 ohm match. When I got close enough I tweaked the variable cap 
to bring it into resonance and the SWR down to 1:1.5. 

After that it was a matter of running a spare length of coax from the 
antenna and back to my radio. After I went back in and layed down for 
a while as I was sick after all. I got on 20 meters and found that 
the match was broad banded clear across the band. 

I did find that 2 inch PVC is a little large for the coil. I actually 
had to move the tap down the side of the coil to get the match. 
However it worked pretty good for a quickie antenna.

Therefore, I'm looking for a new option for a motel room antenna system. 
I've seen the Cliffdweller II ( 2 slinkeys with insulators and a 
connector 

in a dipole configuration ) on ebay a lot. Other than the fact that it 
seems morally wrong to try to feed something like that with 

unbalanced line 

( as it is designed to be.... SO-239... etc. ), does anyone have any 
comments on the thing? 


I couldn't get decent performance out of the "CliffDweller" slinky and 
sold it a week after I bought it. Theoretically, you can find a length 
that makes it resonant on most frequencies, but I couldn't. Also, who 
wants to be bothered by changing the antenna every time you move a few MHz? 


Instead, I made a 40M double extended Zepp slinky, fed with 300 ohm 
twinlead, and used a tuner. Each slinky consists of 1.5 standard 
slinkies clipped and soldered. The center connector is a small 
sprinkler piping "T". It tunes to SWR=1.0 from 80 to 10. And though 
resonant nowhere else on ham HF, it is resonant on 60M and I had a few 
QSO's there. 


My ARC put it into service on Field Day to get our solar QRP points on 
4OM CW. 


It is a little bulky when packed. You could consider substituting a 
greater number of Slinky Jrs. Or you can pack goodies inside the 
slinkies and use the space.

Gary Breed (K9AY) built a light-weight shortened 40M 2 element beam with a 
short aluminum boom, four pan-fish poles, and wire. The loading coils were 
the same wire as the element, wrapped around the fattest section of the 
poles with the turns adjusted for tuning. He brought it to field day 
several times, and it worked quite well. I believe he's still using it. 


You might also try a Moxon rectangle with the pan-fish poles for support. 
That should be very light weight and easy to transport, and not too 
difficult to build in the few weeks remaining.

I've been "floating" mine for several years with good results. I've gota 
5 amp variable power supply that I set to 13.75V and just let them 

"cook" on that indefinitely. Yes, when discharged they do initially draw 
3-4 amps for a few minutes, but I've got half a dozen 7Ah and 17Ah 

"pulls" that have held up for the past three years like that. Most have 
75 to 80% capacity left and are 4 to 5 years old. One of the 7Ah 
batteries is 9 years old, and still good for about 5Ah at 500ma. 


Don't want to start a giant thread about the *right vs. wrong* way to 
charge 'em. This was a cheap-o way to do it, and so far so good. As 
always, your mileage may vary, void where prohibited, tax, tip and 
gratuity extra :)

I have a very good ham friend who is visually challenged. Although, I would 
say that I am the one who is visually challenged because he can see things I 
can't see. He is a CW whiz and copies code in his head. My kids are in awe 
of him. 


Anyway, he has this HW-8 that he loves and I am helping him make it all 
accessible for him. I added a Freq-Mite so the frequency is read in Morse 
code through the headphones. I hit speedbump that I am hoping someone on 
this list can help me with some ideas. 


Loading: On the HW-8, one adjusts the power output by peaking the LOADING 
control. However, this is a visual adjustment by watching the RELATIVE 
POWER meter. This particular HW-8 as the S-meter mod. I have 
unsuccessfully tried to attach a circuit to power a piezo off of the meter 
so that he can peak the LOADING control by listening for the highest pitch 
from the piezo. I am wondering if anyone has already performed a mod like 
this and can direct me to the proper circuit. Maybe I can parasitically 
retrieve RF off of the antenna lead just before it leaves the radio to feed 
an audio circuit?

The 
procurement took place at a time when procurement rules were much looser 
than they became later. 


It is common for procurement officials to become friendly with their 
contractors and prospective contractors. Influencing their decisions is 
nearly impossible under the current rules. 


Although I was a government engineer charged with administering 
technical procurements in the mid 60's, and I made very close 
friendships with my contractors and prospective contractors, they were 
not able to influence the procurements because of the two step 
procurement method in place. 


They first submitted a technical proposal. Then after they were 
approved, they submitted a sealed cost proposal which was evaluated by a 
totally independent group. We technical people had no input and no 
choice in who won. 


I am told this may not have been the case in earlier years. Also, the 
procurement may have been a directed procurement. Fairly common in 
"times of war", or other emergencies. Please control your venom. Know 
whereof you speak first. And remember what you say may offend more than 
your intended target!

I've not used the Cliffdweller II, but I do have a slinky antenna in my attic for 
80m (up around 

20 feet). Thought I would try it out, on a whim. Lo and behold it works, but 
then so would a 

trash can. 


I use two slinkys on each side (for a total of four) fed with coax and stretched 
to 36' long. 

It's not resonant on 80m, but I can tune it up. Once I get my 'Tenna Dipper, I'm 
going to work on 

tuning it (shorting out coils; stretching it mainly widens the bandwidth). 


It tunes up on 80, 40, 20, 17, 15, and 12m. I worked Bolivia Friday on 20m with 5 
watts on PSK-31 
on it. 


AntennasWest (now http://www.antennasmore.com Technote 123c) has done a lot with 
them and written 

a pamplet on them. They claim that two slinkys stretched to around 18' is 
resonant around 7.1 MHz 

and the feedpoint impedance is 20-40 Ohms. 


So it wouldn't hurt to try one. ToysRUs carry slinkys for around $4.00. I 
soldered two aligator 

clips to a S0-239 and use the tension of the slinky to keep them apart in the 
middle with a little 

string. Antennas and More sells a kit for $35.00 including the feedline and the 
above technote. 


If it doesn't work, give the slinkys to the kids.

I was sitting home sick from work wanting to work 20 meters HF only 
my 44 doublet was down for repairs. Reading an article mentioning a 
Rainbow tuner I thought hmmm I wonder. 

So I took 33 feet of #14 stranded wire, attached 3 ounces of fishing 
weights to one end and slung it up into a tree in my backyard. It 
went far enough up that the wire was hanging about full length. I 
then cut 16 feet of wire for the radial. 

I didn't have any toriods so I cut a 6 inch length of 2 inch pvc pipe 
and wrapped bare wire around it in so I had a coil. Next I took a 
variable cap I had lying around and wired it in parallel with the 
coil. 

Hooked the 33 foot of wire to one end of the coil and hooked the 16 
foot radial to the other end. 

Next I made up a PL259 connecter where the center conductor had a 


> small length of wire with an alligator on the end. I attached the 

> outside of the PL259 to the radial and the bottom of of the coil. 

> I took my Autek RF-1 and used that to measure the SWR. By taking the 
> alligator clip and moving it up and down the coil I could get close 

> to a 50 ohm match. When I got close enough I tweaked the variable cap 
> to bring it into resonance and the SWR down to 1:1.5. 

> After that it was a matter of running a spare length of coax from the 
> antenna and back to my radio. After I went back in and layed down for 
> a while as I was sick after all. I got on 20 meters and found that 

> the match was broad banded clear across the band. 

> I did find that 2 inch PVC is a little large for the coil. I actually 
> had to move the tap down the side of the coil to get the match. 

> However it worked pretty good for a quickie antenna.

Gentlepersons, 


Although I am still enjoying working /P with the FT-817, various of its 
shortcomings are becoming apparent, and starting to trip me over. The most 
recent irritant has been the complexity of working split - I don't know 
which takes longer, trying to break the pile-up on a rare station working 
split, or navigating through all the menus to set the split up in the first 
place! 


I am therefore looking for a companion/replacement rig, primarily for QRP HF 
/P use. Particular qualities should include: 

- 5 W output, ideally with lower power options too 

- sensitive (noise is extremely low here), but able to handle crowded 
conditions too (something the 817 is also not so good for) 

- versatile in supply voltage, as I am likely only to be able to provide 
around 12 V, from battery sources. An internal battery pack would be really 
nice, but not essential 

- designed for the operator not the spec sheet, so split etc. are easy to 
use 

- robust enough for portable work on beaches etc., although size and weight 
are less critical as I am happy to cart around all sorts of other bits and 
pieces! 

- ready made. Whilst I would love the time to build a K2, I simply don't. 
Maybe at the bottom of the cycle, or when I retire 

- all amateur HF bands, although I could do without top band for the time 
being. Full receive coverage would be nice to have too 

- reasonably readily available. Although I could chase secondhand rigs, 


something currently shipping would help 
- decent CW facilities as I become capable, but digital modes are not used 
- cost is no major concern, nor is EU or other approval. 


I am currently inclining towards the SGC 2020 ADSP, but somewhere recollect 

some adverse experiences with them. Comments and suggestions - privately if 

you wish - will be very welcome, please. If there is interest, I will post a 
summary and my decision to the list.
